July, of a representative of the Sinn 
Fein, he (Mr. Carlisle) communicated 
with the premier, Informing him of 
the Sinn Feins willingness to confer 
with the British government for the 
purpose of effecting an immediate 
settlement of the Irish question. 


OFFER NOT ACCEPTED 


The premier, according to Mr. Car- 


lisle through one of his assistants, re- 
plied that until the Invitation came 
direct from the Sinn Fein and the de- 
tails were made clearer, there could 
not be a meeting. 


Mr, Carlisle is not a Sinn Feiner, 


but for many years has been active 
in trying to bring about a compro- 
mise between the demands of radical 
Irishmen and the Governmet of Great 
Britain. 


Following the reply to his offer, 


Mr. Carlisle said he attended last 
Sunday a meeting of prominent Or- 
angemen, 
southern 
Conservatives, 


Sinn Feinsrs and several Englishmen, 
who again charged him with the 
task of attempting to bring the Sinn 
Felners and the British Government 
together. 


TRIED AGAIN

evasive supply whereupon Mr. Car- 
lisle today wrote a letter to Mr. Lloyd 
George, In which he charges the pres- 
ent government with being Indirectly 
responsible for the state of affairs 
m Ireland.

No matter how you get Into Louis- 


hlle or how you get out of Frankfort 
« sure to Include that 51.9 mile drive

of Kentucky. 


Probably no stretch of equal length 
of aa fine a road can be found In 
the middle west, certainly no road 
through a fairer country. 
It la a 


'ountry teeming with prosperity as 
.he many costly country homes, the 
landsome two-room, brick country 
ichool houses, the fine stock farms 
>.nd the acres upon acres of tobacco 
attest. 
The better residences are 


aost of them well back from the road, 
sften an eighth or a quarter of a 
mile and it is no unusual thing to 
see a twenty-five or perhaps a fifty 
thousand dollar residence an isla'id 
In a sea of tobacco, 


It is literally a land of milk and 


honey for big aparies are frequently

Bhelbyville, at least, it is a famous 
dairy country. But whether from to- 
bacco or wheat or dairy products or 
pure bred hogs or thorough bred cat- 
lie or fine horses the country is rich. 
It Is the famous Blue Grass region

IS STATE ROAD. 


But it is the road and not the 


riches of that region which is yours 
It Is the old Louisville and Frank- 
Tort pike now rapidly becoming and 
most of it already a state road. 
It 


crosses 
the 
counties of 
Jefferson, 


Shelby and Franklin. 
It has been a 


fine road for fifty 
years, possibly 


•nuch longer but under automobile 
traffic it went to pieces as all stone 
roads have done or are doing 
T':e 


•oad has been restored. 
Much of it 


nas been brought up to the standard 
required by the state highway de- 
partment and has been taken over by 
»he st;.te for maintenance. 
The rest 


of it is being rapidly brought up to 
the state standard and all of It will 
oe a state road in a short time.

Ises that it would all be restored to 
standard condition within two weeks.

QUICK REPAIRS 


"SVhen a break occurs in the surface 


It is the business of the patrolman to 
repair it at once-. 
The repairs are 


made with pei-gravel and tar by the 
cold patch metho'l 
A patrolman has 


charge of six, eight or 
ten 
miles, 


whatever he can take care of pro- 
perly. A shoiel full of material wll 
repair a break in the road surface 
before it ravels into a bad pot hole 
The automobile traffic packs the ma 


terial Into ffctce and It la there to 
stay. 


The country Is rolling. 
In Illinois 


we would call it hilly. 
Some of the 


hills are long but there Is none that 
can not be taken on high If your en- 
gine Is working half way decently.

The 
road winds in curves, crossing the 
streams on old fashioned covered 
bridges and is sometimes flanked on 
one bide by buttresses of rock.

INTERESTING CITY 


Don't be in too much of a hurry 


about leaving Frankfort. Don't make 
it merely a stop 
for 
dinner or a 


place to spend the night, Frankfort 
is rather badly off for hotels since 
the Capitol hotel burned some two 
years ago but you will be comfortab- 
ly housed and well fed. The city has 
in it many things or Interest and is 
well worth a day's stay. 
There is 


the new capitol building which is an 
architectural gem and the old cap- 
itol about which historical memories 
thickly cluster. The city itself is of 
peculiar Interest but you wonder that 
it was made the capital of the state. 
It is in a river bottom and is hedged 
in by the Kentucky river bluffs. 
It 


is on both sides of the Kentucky riv- 
er 


It Is so compact that a drive of a 


few minutes will take you all over 
the city 
It has a population one- 


fourth as large as Decatur and a 
postoffice that cost twice as much as 
the Decatur post office. 
Besides the 


old capitol and the new capitol there 
are the penitentiary, the state ars- 
enal, the home 
for 
feeble 
minded 


children, a state normal school. On« 
one of the hills is the Frankfort ceme. 
tery where is ! the grave of Daniel 
Boone. 


LIBRART AND MUSEUM 


The old capitol now houses the 


state historical library and museum. 
The collection Is small as compared 
with that of Illinois on Indiana but 
it is of unusual interest and is taste- 
fully and beautifully arranged. Over 
the speaker's desk in the old repre- 
sentatives' 
chamber hangs a large 


portrait of George "Washington paint- 
ed by a Kentucky artist and recently 
restored 
by a 
Philadelphia artist. 


Rockefeller offered $100,000 for the 
portrait after It was restored accord- 
ing to the story which you are tola. 


There hangs in the old legislative 


halls tt.e protraits of Kentucky gov- 
ernors 
and 
lieutenant governors. 


There Is a portrait of Daniel Boone 


and on the mantel underneath the 
rifle of the famous pioneer. The stock 
elaborately 
but 
somewhat 
rudely 


carved and on It are the initials, "D. 
B." which have 
been inlaid with 


metal. There Is an old harpsichord 
and a splnnet, both with a history. 
There are battle trophies, and por- 
traits of Kentucky soldiers and sail- 
ors of the old wars. 


FAMOUS STAIRWAY 


Of course you will be shown that 


famous stone stairway built without 
supports and be told the story of its 
design by a. life prisoner In the peni- 
tentiary. It Is a thing to marvel at 
but what is more marvelous Is that 
those stone steps which have been 
in use for nearly a century and have 
literally been trodden by millions of 
feet show 
no signs of wear. 
The 


bronze plate in the concrete walk out- 
side the building marking the spot 
where Governor Gobel fell from an 
assassin's bullet will be pointed out. 
The old capitol building Itself built 
of Kentucky stone all cut and polish- 
ed and of uniform size and shape Is 
perhaps as curious as any thins you 
will see. 


Leaving Frankfort you may go to 


Lexington twenty-eight miles awav 
or the route leading qver another 
fine road, part of It Kentucky rock 
asphalt or to Georgetown over an 
excellent pike. 
Frankfort, Lexing- 


ton and Georgetown lie at the three 
points of a triangle. 
They are all in 


the bluegrass region and all should 
be seen,

istlmated. 


The strike damage extends every- 


where, and where does the biggest 
.hare of the cost land? It lands upon 
abor, because labor is the big con- 
iumer, 
The cost of strikes always 


las and always will be found in the 
jrice of things that labor must buy. 
The biggest consumer of things is the 
workingman's' family. 
These fam- 


lles pay for the waste of strikes, 
.he employer's family can eat but 
me meal at a time. 
Suppose that at 


.hat employer's plant there are 2,000 
aeafls of families that must Rlso feat 
a meal at the same time. 
It Is evi- 


dent tht 2,000 meals are then e&ten 
>y the workmen's families. 


When costs go up through strike 


wastes 
the 
workingman's 
family 


bears the burden of cost at the pro- 
portion of 2,000 to 1. We need not go 
very far to prove who profits by or 
who pays the bill when strikes take 
>lace. We have a little demonstra- 
tion of that right here at home now. 
Who Is paying tha cost of tho coal 
strike? Just think It over while it is 
fresh in our minds. 
I have in farmer letters said that 


it would eventually be up to the peo- 
ple to take a hand In this thing. That 
time has about arrived. 
Any battle

It 
is just plain common sense: the rem- 
edy is a simple one; It Is in the hands 
of the people., 
Reducing the high cost of living Is 


not something to be done for us but 
by us. 
Cut out insane demand and 


replace It with sane demand. 


What has been said here must not 


be construed as being written as 
against the interests of the laboring 
man. 
Rather It is Intended (as 1
